WASHINGTON (AP)—A court injunction (order) to 


prevent a strike is sheer poison io organized labor. 

That's why the CIO and Ar so biiterly blasted the gov- 
ernment for seeking a fedesai injunction to prevent the coai 
miners’ walkout. 

What happened was this: 

The government went into federal court Nov. 18. It 
asked the judge for an injunction against Lewis. 

It wanted the injunction to siop Lewis from ending his 
contract to mine coal for ihe government and from encour- 
aging his miners to walk out. 

Instead of issuing an injunction right away, the court 
sisued a temporary order teling Lewis not to do those 
things. 

The court told Lewis to appear in court Nov. 27 to 
show cause why the judge shouldn't issue an injunction, 
which would last longer than just a temporary order. 

Without going into all the details which followed, that’s 
where the case stood--a temporary order against Lewis, 
maybe to be followed by an injunction—when the CIO and 
AFL screamed.

If aman can't 
do business-——-say, because of a strike—he suffers a prop- 
erty loss.
